Sub.tect. — Import policy for books (S. No, 169-170/IV)—-Utilisation Of Quota/ 
supplementary licences for books, for the Import of printing machinery 
etc., for the period April 1966 —March 1907. 

No. 12-ITC(PN)/67. —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 5-ITC (PN) /67 dated 11th January, 1907 regarding the utilisation of 
quota /supplementary licences for books for the import of printing machinery etc., 
for the period April, 1900 —March, 1967. 

2. It has been decided to make the following amendments in the above said 
Public Notice: — 

(1) In paragraph 2 of the said Public Notice, the following item may be 
deemed to have been added: — 

(v) “Binding machinery" and “Aluminium plates required for offset 
printing”. ’ 
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(2) Paragraph 3 of the above said Public Notice may be deemed to have 
been substituted by the following; — 

"The facility provided in paragraph 2 above will be permissible only to 
those established importers of books who are also publishers of 
books and have to their credit the publication of atleast 50 books. 
The publication of guide books, periodicals and books of 
ophemeral nature will not be taken into consideration for this 
purpose. The established importers eligible to, and desiring to 
avail themselves of this concession, shou’d apply to the licensing 
authorities concerned for the necessary endorsement in this res¬ 
pect The request for such endorsement should be accompanied by 
a certificate from the Federation of Publishers and Booksellers 
Associations in India, C/o. India Book House, Rusl Mansion, 29, 
Wode-house Road, Bombay-1 or the Publishers Association of India, 
14/18, Calicut Street, Ballard Estate, Bombay-1 or the Indian 
National Bibliography, C/o. Central Reference Library. National 
Library, Velvedere, Ca’cutta-27 in support of the eligibility of the 
applicant showing the list of books published by him. The estab¬ 
lished importers of books desiring to avail of this facility can also 
apply to the licensing authority direct. In that case they will be 
required to prove their eligibility bv submitting 50 titles of books 
published by them. The books will be returned to the applicant 
after perusal by the licensing authority concerned.
